2. (original) Process according to claim 1 wherein 
daucane esters are extracted from Ferula communis . 
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3. (original) Process according to claim 1 wherein 
daucane esters are extracted from Ferula hermonis . 

4 . {previously presented) Process according to claim 
1 wherein daucane esters are extracted with supercritic carbon 
dioxide at temperatures ranging from 35 to 65°C and pressures 
ranging from 200 to 260 bar. 

5. (original) Process according to claim 4 wherein 
the temperature is 45 °C. 

6 . (previously presented) Process according to claim 4 
wherein the separation is carried out at temperatures ranging from 
25 to 45°C and pressures ranging from 45 to 55 bar. 

7 . (previously presented) Process according to claim 1 
wherein steps c) and d) are carried out in sequence without 
recovering compound (IV) .
